SPARKS FROM MARK; 

Brother Loughlan, in his article "A Spirituality 
for Councils" states "the mission of the parish, 
first of all, is to form and nurture people to be a 
leaven in society". To be a leaven in society 
means one must begin with their relationship 
with God, because out relationship with God 
should effect every aspect of my life. 

He goes on to describe seven elements that 
make up the spirituality of the pastoral council. 


The council must be reflective. In other words, 
the council and its councilors must develop and 
nurture an attitude of prayer in the midst of a 
very demanding life style. The councilors help 
the parish community in their hunger and thirst 
for God in the midst of the chaos of their lives. 
To develop an attitude of prayer, one must make 
room for individual as well as group prayer. To 
leave some room in one's day or week for time 
for silent and solitude, helps one to be more 
attentive to the moving of the spirit in our midst. 

The council must have a spirituality that is 
shared. The council is called to foster the 
development of the parish as a living Christian 
community. Brother Loughlan says that 
councils should develop a spirituality that 
contains a shared and a communal dimension to 
it. The council needs to learn how to be open to 
sharing their faith with one another and the 
parish community. Questions such as these 
really help to open ones heart and mind to the 
spirit of God: When have you been most aware 
of God in your life? Where have you found God 
in this parish in the last month? Who in the 
parish most reflects Jesus for you? 

Avery Dulles says that if a parish wants to 
become a community of disciples it is essential 
for them to learn how to share their faith. Part of 
the spirituality of the council is for the 
councilors to model and live this faith sharing in 
their lives.
